La posibilidad de legalizar el 
estatus migratorio de millones de 
mexicanos que viven en Estados 
Unidos recibió dos apoyos im- 
portantes esta semana en México. 
Primero, el nuevo embajador de 
Estados Unidos en México, Tony 
Garza, dijo “estar comprometido 
a impulsar el acuerdo migratorio 
que reconozca el registro o la le- 
galización de los mexicanos tra- 
bajando en territorio norteameri- 
cano”. 

En entrevista al periódico El 
Universal, Garza agregó, “Esta- 
dos Unidos es un país que valora 
la inmigración donde hay una 
gran comunidad sin documentos 
en regla y si no se hace algo acer- 
ca de su estatus estaremos admi- 
tiendo que tenemos una nación 
con una subclase permanente”. 

Mostrándose optimista, el 
funcionario estadounidense dijo 
“el compromiso está no sólo en- 
tre los presidentes Bush y Fox, 
sino en la naturaleza intrínseca de 
los mexicanos y estadouniden- 
ses”, 

Garza subrayó que la posi- 
ción de México en la votación 
sobre Irak en las Naciones Unidas 
fue sólo una “divergencia en la 
manera como se trató el tema”, 
por lo que descartó que podría re- 
presentar algún punto negativo en 
la continuación de negociaciones 
sobre un posible acuerdo migra- 
torio entre su país y México. 

El segundo apoyo al tema 
pendiente en la agenda binacional 
le correspondió a los obispos al 
celebrar “74 Asamblea Plenaria de 
la Conferencia del Episcopado 
Mexicano” (CEM), condenando 
las condiciones socioeconómicas 
del pais que no favorecen el amor 
y el arraigo a la propia tierra y ali- 
mentos, propiciando en muchos 
mexicanos el espejismo del sueño 
americano. 

En su mensaje, los obispos 
subrayaron la necesidad de res- 
tablecer la agenda migratoria, para 
que se reconozcan los derechos de 
los mexicanos que viven en Es- 


tados Unidos y que no sean trata- 
dos como terroristas. La CEM pi- 
dió al prelado estadounidense su 
colaboración para que se le dé a 
la migración un rostro “más hu- 
mano”. 

Estos dos apoyos al tema del 
acuerdo migratorio entre México 
y Estados Unidos resultó positivo, 
especialmente después de que el 
triunfo republicano bajara las ex- 
pectativas en el renglón, entre 
miembros de círculos políticos. 
Un día después de la contienda 
electoral estadounidense, legis- 
ladores mexicanos declararon al 
diario Reforma que el dominio de 
los republicanos en el Congreso 
de Estados Unidos podría signi- 
ficar una política de endureci- 
miento hacia México y afectar el 
tema migratorio. 

Las opiniones de los legisla- 
dores mexicanos sugirieron un 
nuevo esquema de relación entre 
los dos países, una mayor tole- 
rancia por parte de los republica- 
nos hacia los migrantes, la buena 
relación entre Bush y Fox como 
única oportunidad de lograr avan- 
ces significativos. 

Una vez celebrada las elec- 
ciones en Estados Unidos, la 
Secretaría de Relaciones Exterio- 
res lanzó nuevamentre un acuerdo 
migratrorio. El Subsecretario de 
Relaciones Exteriores, Enrique 
Verruga, dijo que se buscaba evi- 
tar que el tema se politizara, que 
a pesar del triunfo de los republi- 
canos, existe un ambiente “opti- 
mista” en el gobierno mexicano 
de obtener resultados concretos. 

Una muestra de esta actitud 
positiva es la del propio Fox, 
quien aprovecha cualquier oportu- 
nidad para confirmar que las ne- 
goclaciones siguen vigentes y que 
el tema no ha perdido interés.

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GOP Sweeps. Demos Self-

The headlines speak truth. 
However, the recent election is 
less significant than has been

Dazed Democrats could look to “Lula” 


Editor’s Note: Just days be- 
fore the Republican sweep of mid- 
term elections. a left-wing candi- 
date in Brazil won decisively in 
presidential elections. Like the 
Democrats, Luis Inccio “Lula” da 
Silva moved to the center. Unlike 
them, writes PNS contributor 
Roger Burbach, he stuck to core 
principals.

Thunderstruck Democrats 
should look south of the border, 
to Brazil, for an example of how 
to win the hearts and minds of 
voters. 

Nine days prior to the U.S 
elections, Luis Inacio “Lula” da 
Silva overwhelmingly won the 
Brazilian presidency with 61 per- 
cent of the vote and turned the 
Workers Party into Brazil's lead- 
ing political organization. In the 
campaign, the Workers Party, like 
the Democrats in recent years, 
moved to the center. 

But the Workers Party did not 


abandon its core, progressive prin- 
ciples. 

Lula made it clear in the cam- 
paign that the party had an alter- 
native economic program that fa- 
vored urban and agricultural 
workers along with the middle 
class and national manufacturers. 
Lula said no to the financial in- 
terests that speculate on the Bra- 
zilian economy and sap the 
country's resources. He said yes 
to the social sectors that are will- 
ing to roll up their sleeves and 
work for a better Brazil. 

The day after his victory, Lula 
established the Secretariat for So- 
cial Services. Its mandate is to 
eliminate hunger among 20 mil- 
lion Brazilians during the Work- 
ers Party's four-year rule. This 
goal may or may not be achieved, 
but it is a goal that enjoys wide- 
spread national support. 

What if the Democratic Party 
adopted such a bold policy by 
pledging to eliminate the poverty 
that afflicts 25 percent of 
America's children? 

In fact, the few Democrats 
who did take courageous, prin- 
cipled stands were among the few 
Democrats to win resoundingly on 
Nov. 5. 
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Understanding diabetes

When we become aware that 
an illness is affecting our family, 
we usually want to learn as much 
as possible about that illness to 
help us understand what is hap- 
pening and how it will affect our 
lives. 

If we think of the Hispanic 
community as our big family, we 
know that one of the most feared 
and challenging diseases that it 
confronts is diabetes; one of the 
reasons being, the limited knowl- 
edge about the disease, and how 
to treat it. 

Approximately two million 
Hispanics suffer from diabetes, 
and many people ignore that as 
Hispanics we are twice as likely 
to develop this disease than other 
groups, what puts us ina high risk 
population. These worrisome 
numbers alert us that this disease 
is widespread within our Hispanic 
homes. We obviously haven't 
been able to raise awareness on 
how to treat this condition or how 
to prevent ourselves from acquir- 
ing it. 

Even though diabetes 1s a dis- 
ease without a cure, there is much 
we can do to understand and con- 
trol it. There are many things you 
can do to reduce the risk of long 
term complications. And, for 
those of us who do not have dia- 
betes, we can work to delay or 
prevent its onset. 

“Education is fundamental,” 
said Wilma Ramirez, Certified 
Diabetes Educator, from South- 
west General Hospital in San An- 
tonio, Texas. “Our habits play a 
very important role both in the 
prevention and treatment of dia- 
betes,” she added. 

One of the first steps in edu- 
cation is understanding what dia- 
betes means. Although diabetes 
might be a familiar word, itis also 
one that tends to cause confusion 
and fear. 

“Diabetes is characterized by 
high blood glucose levels caused 
by a problem in the production or 
use of insulin,” explains Dr. 
Michael Montoya, President of 
the New Mexico Hispanic Medi- 
cal Association. 


Take Representative Jim 
McDermott of Washington state. 
Along with two other Congress- 
men, McDermott went to Iraq in 
late September and declared that 
“U.S. war is not a solution.” Re- 
publicans immediately tried to tar 
him as “Baghdad Jim,” and com- 
pared his visit to Iraq to Jane 
Fonda's trip to Hanoi during the 
Vietnam War. 

But McDermott won reelec- 
tion with 75 percent of the vote, a 
bigger margin than that received 
by any other congressional repre- 
sentative in the state of Washing- 
ton. 

Another Democratic Con- 
gressman, Dennis Kucinich of 
Ohio, who denounced the im- 
pending war against Iraq and may 
be a presidential candidate in 
2004, won with 74 percent of the 
vote in his district. 

The Democratic leadership, 
headed by Tom Daschle and Dick 
Gephardt, who both entertain 
presidential ambitions, caved into 
Bush's war resolution. 

What did it gain them? Noth- 
ing. The most poignant legacy of 
a Democrat who stood on prin- 
ciples is that of Paul Wellstone of 
Minnesota. After his vote against 


Insulin is a hormone pro- 
duced by every organism, and as 
Dr. Montoya points out, it is a fun- 
damental part of our metabolism; 
or the process in which our body 
turns food into energy. We need 
insulin to survive. 

Diabetes is divided into dif- 
ferent categories, based on how it 
presents itself. One of them is 
Type | diabetes, in which the 
patient's immune system destroys 
the insulin-producing cells. As the 
Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention tells us, this type of 
diabetes is found primarily in chil- 
dren and teenagers who require 
several insulin injections a day, or 
a pump that administers the nec- 
essary insulin. 

On the other hand, type 2 dia- 
betes represents the majority of 
diabetes cases, and it is the dis- 
ease that has become widespread 
in the Hispanic community. Ac- 
cording to the CDC, type two dia- 
betes is usually manifested as a 
resistance to insulin. The cells 
don't use insulin correctly. When 
the body's need for insulin in- 
creases, the pancreas loses its ca- 
pacity to produce insulin. 

Type two diabetes has been 
linked to older age, genetics, 
ethnicity, but especially to being 
overweight, to obesity. Sadly, type 
2 diabetes diagnoses in children 
have significantly increased in the 
last few years. Most experts agree 
that this high incidence is directly 
caused by the poor eating habits 
and lack of physical activity of 
children. 

In the past, there have not 
been many options for people 
with diabetes. Fortunately, there 
have been recent, major advance- 
ments in diabetes therapy, which 
ane. helping millions,.of, people 
worldwide.

San Jose, Calif.— Thirteen 
community organizations will re- 
ceive a total of $300,000 from the 
City of San Jose to improve ser- 
vices and quality of life for home- 
less families and individuals. 

The City Council approved 
the distribution of grants from the 
“Mayor's Homeless Families and 
Children’s Initiative Fund.” This 
is the second cycle of funding fo- 
llowing Mayor Ron Gonza- 
les’ original budget recommenda- 
tion for the initiative in 2001. 

Community agencies applied 
for funding through a competitive 
application process for grants to 
expand current programs, fill gaps 
in current services, or to establish 
innovative approaches to improve 
the effectiveness of services to 
address the needs of homeless 
people. 

“Our long-standing goal is to 
strengthen our community's over- 
all capabilities to help families 
and children who are homeless 
and to help people get back on 
their feet,” said Gonzales. 

The grants will assist commu- 
nity organizations to respond to 
the challenges of homelessness in 
a variety of ways.

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Pintores del Amazonas buscan 
despertar la conciencia ecologica 


Nueva York, (EFE).- Un 
grupo de artistas del Amazonas 
peruanos exponen por primera vez 
en Nueva York un conjunto de 
pinturas que recrean la selva en 
todo su esplendor, a fin de des- 
pertar la conciencia ecológica y 
recaudar fondos para proyectos 
educativos. 

“Maravillas Amazónicas”, 
organizada por el pintor y colec- 
cionista de arte Henry Board, se 
inauguró la semana pasada, en la 
sede del Consulado de Perú y per- 
manecerá abierta hasta el 21 de 
diciembre.

There are several ways to 
learn and discover about Cali- 
fornia’s Hispanic past, including 
visiting libraries and special col- 
lections, historic sites, and on the 
Internet to learn about sites, hours, 
and reference. Most collections 
are available for research free of 
charge. 

About The Pueblo Papers 

In the late 19th Century, the 
state Surveyor General traveled 
throughout California in search of 
original pueblo documents which 
may have had valuable informa- 
tion and details pertinent to land 
grants and property disputes. He 
was able to gather more than 
0,000 pages which were then 
bound into sets of seemingly re- 
lated information. 

Statehood in 1850 had begun 
a land grab that resulted in many 
of the founding families losing 
their original homesteads. There 
were few records and English- 
speaking speculators took advan- 
tage of the fact that Mexicans im- 
mediately disappeared from pub- 
lic office (there were no more His- 
panic mayors for 150 years), ju- 
dictal positions, and other posi- 
tions of power. These 6,000 docu- 
ments were vital in providing 
proof of property ownership. 

The Pueblo Papers. as they 
were later named, went into the 
custody of various institutions 
over the years; were housed in 
different cities, and finally ended 
in the possession of the City of 
San Jose. The Pueblo Papers rep 
resent the largest collection of 
documents relating to civil au- 
thorities within California before 
Statehood 

The massive project of micro- 
filming these papers was under- 
taken in the 1950°s by archivists 
from the Bancroft Library in Ber- 
keley. These film strips are made 
avatlable to the pubic for research 
and stil represent the largest col- 
lection of written documentation 
of pre-1850 Hispanic California 
in the state 

Untortunately, when the Pue- 
blo Papers were bound by the Sur- 
veyor General’s office they were 
grouped out of sequence. Singu- 
lar documents with multiple pages 
Were sometimes split to into dif- 
ferent groups by mistake and they 
Were subsequently microfilmed 
out of order. One of the reasons 
for this disarray may be because 
original organizers could not read 
Old Castilian, but it did subse- 
quently make it particularly diffi- 
cult to conduct research. 

Nine years ago, Jose Pantoja 
and Patsy Castro Ludwig began 
the painstaking process of read- 
ing and cross-indexing the 6.000 
pages of the Pueblo Papers. Their 
interest Was altruistic and they 
volunteered hundreds of hours to 
this task. As aresult, the indexing

soon follow. Pantoja has taken the 
extra step to transcribe signifi- 
cance pages into present day 
Spanish, quite a service for re- 
searchers. Translations, especially 
from handwritten Old Castillian, 
are expensive and not easy. 

Archives and Library Col- 
lections 

The City of San José turned 
over the entire collection of 
Pueblo Papers, archival materials 
and artifacts in April of 1998 to 
the management of History San 
Jose, a separate not-for-profit cor- 
poration. This represents the larg- 
estand most extensive collection 
of Santa Clara County history, in- 
cluding over 20,000 photographs 
and nearly 1000 maps. Business 
and organizational manuscripts 
are maintained as well as old 
Santa Clara County and City 
records dating from as early as 
1850. Pre-statehood Pueblo Pa- 
pers record the Spanish and Mexi- 
can penod records ‘of the Pueblo 
San José de Guadalupe. The ear- 
liest document ts a map from 
1781. 

The relauonship between ar- 
tifacts and the Pueblo Papers was 
most recently demonstrated when 
a County Registry book of cattle 
brands was identified for restora- 
tion by Paula Jobloaner, Archivist 
for 4 years with History San Jose. 
She explained that this registration 
was “required by the county so 
that lost cattle could be returned 
to their owners. “We believe it is 
every brand that was registered 
within the county from 1850 to 
1917.” Branding iron designs are 
clearly visible representing many 
founding families including 
Peralta, Vasquez, and Castro. 

Paula Joblaner is grant-writ- 
img in the pursuit of funding to put 
images from this book and 1000 
others of valley history on the 
Internet. Eventually, it 1s the goal 
of the organization to do “out- 
reach into the various parts of the 
community and actually copy im- 
ages that families have from all 
the communities in San Jose and 
put them on the web as well.”

California has yet to recog- 
nize that the civilians who partici- 
pated in the most difficult project 
of founding its first settlement on 
November 19, 1777, were mostly 
people of color....and women. Its 
time for us Californtos to stop 
being defensive if Í say the 
founders were not “Spaniards” by 
today’s standards. The original 


fundadores (founders) were born 


in the Americas, not the Iberian 
Peninsula. They were Americans. 

It might have taken 225 years, 
but its time to get progressive. I'd 
like to proceed with the logical 
premise that if an adult female 
(wife, daughter or servant) arrived 
with the founding “fathers” to 
build the Pueblo San José de Gua- 
dalupe. that they were equally re- 
sponsible for beginning Caliter- 
nia’s first settlement. 

In all the written material | 
have ever read on the birth of San 
José, including copies from the 
original Pueblo Papers, credit has 
never gone to the founding fe- 
males by name. followed by ‘and 
their families.” 

Of the original male set- 
tlers: “fourteen men...with 
their families,” there were only 
five civilians. Three of these men 
were mulattos (BA - Black 
Americans), one man was 
Apache (NA - Native American), 
and one was a mestizo born in 
Mexico City (MC - listed on the 
archives as “Español”). 

Manuel Amestica (BA), 
Manuel Gonzales (NA -— the 
scout for the expedition), and 
José Tiburcio Vásquez (BA) had 
arrived with the families on the 
De Anza expedition; while 
Ignacio Archuleta (MC) and 
Joseph Romero (BA) arrived to 
Monterey by other routes and 
joined the group of soldiers and 
settlers that was formed by 
Lieutenant José Joaquín 
Moraga (on behalf of Ca- 


José Pantoja (researcher) is joined by History San José Archivist, Paula 
Jobloner, to search original Pueblo Papers for a question concerning the 
mayor's name in 1832. The search proved that all lists needed to be cor- 
rected to Ignacio Peralta. 


lifornia’s first governor, Felipe 
de Neve) to found the Pueblo 
San José. 

The remaining nine men were 
technically not settlers (pobla- 
dores), they were paid soldiers; a 
few with wives and children. They 
came from the military bases 
(presidios) of Monterey and San 
Francisco (Yerba Buena) and con- 
tinued receiving their soldier's 
pay to work alongside the five ci- 
vilian families in San José. 

The five female founding set- 
tlers were María Bojórques de 
Vásquez (mestiza), María Petra 
Aceves de Romero (BA), Michae- 
la Ruíz de Gonzalez (NA), Maria 
Gertrudís Borjórques (mestiza) 
and Ignacia Pacheco de Archuleta 
(mestiza). 

The original pueblo docu- 
ments held several inconsistencies 
in the list of founders. The last 
two of the founding female set- 
tlers were considered adult fe- 
males at age 16, but both 16 year 
old servant “Joseph” (NA) and 20 
year old servant “Lugo” (NA) 
were listed as male children. 
Other documents didn't even list 
the family servants on the roster 
of fundadores, nor did they list the 
cattleman José Sinoba (mestizo) 
and his wife María Gertrúdis 
Bojórques (mestiza), who should 
be considered fundadores, but 
were considered servants of the 
township — paid to look after the 
herds. 

There are probably several 
cultural reasons for these oddities. 
Certainly during that era, married 
females of any age could easily 
have been considered adult. On 
the other hand, missionaries often 
wrote that they considered Indian 
servants “childlike” and in need 
of supervision. In truth, all these 
individuals were needed for their 
skills and should be considered 
members of the pueblo founders. 
How should people now look at 
their founding ancestors; through 


the eyes of the prejudices of those 
times or through the enlightened 
concepts of current society? How 
should we display the list of our 
founders? History is so interest- 
ing. 

The cost of the new Pueblo 
San José de Guadalupe was fi- 
nanced almost entirely by King 
Carlos III, with money for the set- 
tlers as well as the operation of 
the township. This ended after five 
years, but administrative salaries 
continued to arrive until Califor- 
nia was overtaken by the U.S. in 
1948. Each civilian head of house- 
hold was offered royalties of ten 
pesos per month for two years as 
an inducement to relocate from 
Mexico. They were given a pro- 
vision of soldier’s rations until the 
crops became productive, along 
with loans of livestock and tools 
to till the fields, build their homes, 
and start their herds. Items such 
as plows, pickaxes, spades and 
hatches; along with livestock such 
as breeding stock, horses, cows 
and pigs, belonged to the town- 
ship and had to be repaid in like 
kind to the presidios on behalf of 
the King after five years. 

The King also loaned each 
civilian household several parcels 
of land within the settlement 
boundaries (ejido). These equaled 
approximately 5 acres of which at 
least half had to be useful for 
growing crops. The purpose, af- 
ter all, was to raise food and 
leather goods for the presidios of 
Monterey and San Francisco. The 
pueblo also owned communal 
property that could be used by the 
residents for grazing their cattle 
and other uses. The town could 
rent these properties to villagers 
and the money was used to de- 
velop public facilities like munici- 
pal buildings, dams, roads, and 
running the government. 

Pueblo life was carefully 
regulated and no one could travel 
away from it without carrying a 
written permit from the comisio- 
nado. On the other hand, each set- 
tler had the opportunity to win his 
allotted public land if he rendered 
“a useful service to the King” by 
building his land into a small farm 
with suitable buildings and cor- 
rals, irrigated gardens and well- 
kept tools, animals, and house- 
hold. What the land produced 
could be sold to the commissar- 
les at set prices, with deductions 
made to pay off the debt to the 
King. The surplus cash from the 
sale was given to the settler. 

Settlers were expected to help 
build the town granary, water- 
ways, roads, bridges, and public 
buildings; as well as expected to 
plant and harvest a minimum 
amount of corn from the commu- 
nal lands and to care for the grow- 
ing number of horses produced by 
the local stud farm run by the mili- 
tary. Surplus horses and mules 
that came from breeding the fam- 
ily personal stock could only be 
sold to the military, with severe 
penalties for violations. If the set- 
tler did all this, the homestead 
would eventually become deeded 
to the family for them to keep or 
to sell, but not earlier than five 
years after inscription. 

Therefore, it can be said that 
Pueblo San José de Guadalupe 
had its first real residents in 1783; 
followed by electing its first offi- 
cial mayor: José Ignacio Archu- 
leta.

terproof containers for practical 
use and trade. They often moved 
as dictated by changes in the an- 
nual rainfall, for food-gathering 
and fishing, or when their homes 
became dilapidated or infested by 
fleas and other bugs. This valley 
was also originally known for its 
voracious hordes of fleas, unre- 
lentingly to all who visited — the 
rich and commoners alike. 
When Europeans first arrived, 
the Ohlones and Tamians, who 
had no cultural equivalent to land

possession, were willing to share 
the forests of oak, walnut, sy- 
camore, and red madrone, as well 
as the plentiful deer, elk, game 
animals and fowl. The Valley had 
a natural abundance and a mild 
climate that made it the logical 
choice for the founding of a pue- 
blo that would eventually be the 
first in California and serve to feed 
the soldiers at both the Monterey 
and Yerba Buena (San Francisco) 
presidios (military bases). 

When Franciscan Fray Juní- 
pero Serra came to the valley to 
civilize the area in the name of 
Spanish King Carlos III (1759 — 
1790) and Pope Pio VI (1774 — 
1799), he arrived with a military 
party under the direction of Cap- 
tain Gaspar de Portola and found- 
ed the Santa Clara Mission as part 
of achain of Franciscan missions. 
Key to its survival and success 
was the recruitment of native 
Americans to do the daily work 
of providing food and supplies for 
the presidios and mission. This 
conscripted work force was paid 
with training, “salvation” and 
food. The mortality rate for mis- 
sion Indians, however, was near 
to 70% from such horrific Euro- 
pean diseases as small pox and the 
plague brought to them by their 
colonizers. Native Americans 
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were neither permitted to enter the 
homes of Euro-Americans, nor 
allowed to own or ride horses. 

In 1776, the presidios of 
Monterey and Yerba Buena were 
facing abandonment and were 
likely to fail unless a more con- 
sistent source of food and supplies 
became available. Soldiers were 
starving. The missions were not 
meeting the need and the Spanish 
crown was forced to financially 
support these outposts in the Prov- 
ince of California. The cost of 
shipping cargo from Mexico City 
by boat from San Blas, was pro- 
hibitively expensive and was sub- 
ject to the whims of the ocean and 
the intrequency of funding. There 
Was a strong motivation to find a 
place to build a civil settlement 
that could provide these much 
needed goods locally. 

Antonio María Bucareli y 
Ursua. Viceroy of New Spain at 
the time, decided to send farming 
families with the soldiers of the 
Juan Bautista de Anza expedition 
to Monterey. Bucareli transferred 
the government headquarters of 
the Californias from Loreto to 
Monterey and appointed the well- 
respected Felipe de Neve as the 
first Governor. He assigned Lieu- 
tenant José Joaquin Moraga the 
Job of establishing and directing

the process of settling San José in 
its first years. Moraga had been 
very successful in founding and 
developing the presidio of San 
Francisco into a Spanish strong- 
hold. He was truly the founding 
father of these two great Califor- 
nia cities. 


The ambitious Pueblo San. 


José de Guadalupe was Califor- 
nia’s first civil settlement; older 
than both the towns of Los Ange- 
les and San Diego, which some 
people mistakenly believe were 
the first. San José also celebrated 
independence from Spain in 1822 
and when California was annexed 
by the United States in 1848. it 
adopted a second Independence 
Day and abandoned the first. San 
José became the first capital city 
of California and hosted the first 
legislature during the frenzied 
madness of the state’s Gold Rush. 

San José has grown up to be- 
come the Valley of the Hearts 
Delight, the Garden City of the 
Nation, and the Capital of Silicon 
Valley.... all phases of incredible 
growth and significance to the 
economic solvency of the State of 
California. Curiously, after Cali- 
fornia’s statehood in 1850, the city 
that was settled by ‘people of 
color’ and women took another 
125 years to elect its first woman 
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Salvio Pacheco was mayor in 1828. 


His name, along with many San 
José notables like Bernal, Berryessa, 
and Alviso appear in this county 
brand registry dated from Statehood 
in 1850 to 1917.

Pueblo San José de Guada- 
lupe was originally founded along 
the banks of the Guadalupe River 
on November 29, 1777. After a, 
few seasgns, winter floods wiped 
out crops and buildings, and the 
Pueblo was moved away from the 
river in 1797, 

There are very few historical 
records are available in Califor- 
nia concerning the early years 
before 1783. Perhaps they were 
destroyed by floods, lost, or “ac- 
quired” into private collections 
over the years. Those that are 
available for public research are 
located in special collections 
called the Pueblo Papers and can 
be found in archives in San Jose, 
Santa Clara, Monterey, Los An- 
geles, San Francisco, Santa Cruz, 
Santa Barbara, San Diego, Berke- 
ley, and Sacramento. Most of the 
documents written by alcaldes in 
the Pueblo Archives were con- 
cerns between these particular 
early California settlements.

Under the rule of King 
Charles MM of Spain, San José 
alcaldes, or Mayors, Were Origl- 
nally appointed for one-year terms 
by the Governor of the Province 
of California. To assist and super- 
vise them, the governor also ap- 
pointed a local representative, a 
comisionado (commissioner). The 
comisionado was to oversee the 
city officials on his behalf. The 
comisionado was usually the cor- 
poral in command of the town’s 
military guard, which also served 
as the local police force.

The City of San José was incorporated in March of 1850. Briefly, in 1857 and 1858, the city 
government was organized as a Board of Trustees with the president acting as ex-officio mayor. It 
returned to the concept of common council and mayor in mid-1859. In 1902, mayors served accord- 
ing to the fiscal calendar, from July until the end of June. In 1916, San Jose appointed a City Man- 
ager to administer policy as set forth by the elected Mayor and council members. Starting in 1975, 
mayors were elected to serve terms according to the calendar year beginning in January instead of 
July. By the mid-1970's, mayors were elected to four year terms. A two term limit was seta few years 


later. To this day, elections remain non-partisan with council members now elected by city districts 


and the mayor from an election-at-large. The mayor annually appoints the vice-mayor from among 


the elected council members.

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Ópera San José presenta un “Fausto” dramático

¿Podemos recobrar la juven- 
tud? Johann Wolfgang Goethe 
(1749-1832), considerado el mejor 
poeta en los anales de la literatura 
universal, especuló que sí, pero el 
precio es muy alto. El filósofo 
alemán utilizó su idea en la crea- 
ción de “Fausto”, un drama en el 
que un anciano mago, que carece 
de amor y deseoso de poseer a 
Margarita, la joven de quien está 

- enamorado, firma un pacto con el 
Diablo aceptando recobrar su 
perdida juventud a cambio de su 
alma. 

Unos años más tarde, Jules 
Barbier y Michel Carré utilizaron 
la historia, alterada del drama ori- 
ginal, para escribir el libreto que 
el compositor francés Charles- 
Fragois Gounod utilizó en la 
creación de “Faust”, su cuarta 
Opera y la más popular. Desde su 
debut en el Theátre Lyrique de 
París el 19 de marzo de 1859, la 
belleza de las melodías en la 
Ópera, los detalles creativos or- 
questales y las exquisitas partes 
vocales lograron que Gounod 
obtuviera un lugar prominente en 
el estilo musical del teatro fran- 
cés, “italianado” por años por la 
influencia de Rossini, Donizetti, 
Bellini y Verdi. 

La producción de “Fausto” 
que Ópera San José está presen- 
tando como parte de su temporada 
2002-03 es excelente.

trado doctor toma una copa de 
veneno en sus manos y está a 
punto de ingerirla cuando el acto 
es interrumpido por los coros que 
aparecen iluminados detrás del 
vidrio de la ventana, un efecto 
exquisito del director de escena 
David Cox.

Mourners gathered on July 
13, 1954 to watch the cremation 
of the world’s greatest and most 
shocking painter. Soon to be an 
international icon, Frida Kahlo 
knew how to give her fans one last 
frightening goodbye. As the cries 
of her admirers filled the room, 
the sudden blast of heat from the 
open incinerator doors blew her 
body bolt upright. Her hair, now 
on fire from the flames, blazed 
around her head like a halo. 
Kahlo’s lips appeared to break 
into a seductive grin just as the 
doors closed shut. Her last diary 
entry read “I hope the leaving is 
joyful and I hope never to return”. 
Though Kahlo was only 47 on the 
day she died, she lives forever in 
her amazing, and many times 
bloody self-portrait paintings and 
now ina hit movie, “Frida .” 

Kahlo’s life began and ended 
in Mexico City, in her home 
known as Casa Azul, the Blue 
House, in the district known as 
Coyocan. She gave her birth date 
as July 7,1910, but her birth cer- 
tificate shows July 6,1907. But 
Kahlo constantly lied about her 
life. 

At age 6, poho struck her, 
causing her right leg to appear 
thinner than her left. Upon enter- 
ing the National Preparatory 
School in Mexico City, she be- 
came a tomboy full of mischiet 
and the ringleader of a rebellious 
group of mainly boys that continu- 
ally caused trouble in school. 
They pulled many pranks on pro- 
fessors. It was here that Kahlo first 
came in contact with her future 
husband, the famous Mexican 
muralist Diego Rivera, who had 


been commissioned to paint a

mural in the school’s auditorium. 

On September 17, 1925, at 
about age 18, a bus in which 
Kahlo was a passenger collided 
with a streetcar, leaving her im 
paled on the streetear’s handrail. 
She suffered a broken spinal col- 
umn, a broken collarbone. broken 
ribs, a broken pelvis, 11 fractures 
in her right leg, a dislocated and 
crushed right foot, and her shoul 
der out of joint. For a month, she 
lay flat on her back, encased ina 
plaster cast and enclosed in a box-

like structure. 

Kahlo’s enormous strength 
and will to live allowed her to sur 
vive and make a remarkable re 
covery. She began painting shortly 
after the accident because she was 
bored in bed. This became her 
lifelong profession. 

But she had many relapses of 
tremendous pain and fatigue all 
throughout her life, causing her to 
be hospitalized for long periods of 
time, bedridden at times, and to 
undergo numerous operations.

She once joked that she held the 
record for the most operations 
she underwent about 30 in her 
lifetime. She also turned to alco- 
hol. drugs, and cigarettes to ease 
the pain of her physical suffering. 
“T drank to drown my pain, but the 
damned pain learned how to 
swim. and now Lam overwhelmed 
by this decentand good behavior,” 
she wrote in her diary. 

Once she was out and about

As 
the Surrealist writer André Breton 
once remarked, “The art of Frida 
Kahlo is a ribbon around a bomb.” 
Combining the familiar with the 
strange, marrying naturalistic de- 
piction with bizarre symbolism, 
Kahlo invented a singular surre- 
alistic portrait style that cuts 
straight to the heart of deeply felt 
passions and sorrows. 

“*] paint my own reality,” she 
once said. “The only thing I know 
is that I paint because I need to, 
and I paint whatever passes 
through my head without any 
other consideration.” 

Kahlo, despite all of the hurt 
in her life, was an outgoing per- 
son whose vocabulary resonated 
with four-letter words. She loved 
drinking tequila, singing off-color 
songs, telling dirty jokes, and 
shocking the guests at her crazy 
parties. She amazed people with 
her beauty and everywhere she 
went, people stopped in their 
tracks to stare in wonder. Men 
were fascinated with her, and be- 
cause of this Kahlo had numerous, 
scandal-filled affairs. 

One affair was with Commu- 
nist leader Leon Trotsky. It began 
when he was a guest at her home 
along with his wife soon after their 
arrival in Mexico. Later arrested 
for his murder, she was let go. 
Several years after Trotsky’s 
death, Diego and Kahlo enjoyed 
telling people. that they invited 
him to Mexico just to get him 
killed, but no one knows if they 
were telling the truth or not. They 
were fantastic story tellers. 
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Kahlo also had a bisexual side 
and had affairs with many women, 
including painter Georgia 
O’Keefe and black singer 
Josephine Baker. 

All over the world, people 
loved Frida Kahlo. When she 
went to France, Picasso wined and 
dined her, and she appeared on the 
cover of the French Vogue. In 
America, people loved her beauty 
and her work. In Mexico, her 
homeland, she had many great 
admirers. 

Kahlo only had one exhibi- 
tion in Mexico in the Spring of 
1953. Her health had deteriorated 
and her doctor told her not to at- 
tend. Minutes after guests arrived 
at the gallery, sirens blared out- 
side. The crowd went crazy as an 
ambulance accompanied by a 
motorcycle escort pulled up in 
front of the gallery. The attendants 
carried Kahlo into her exhibition 
on a hospital stretcher and placed 
her in her bed in the middle of the 
gallery. The mob of people went 
to greet her. Kahlo told jokes, en- 
tertained the crowd, sang, and 
drank the whole evening. And the 
exhibition was a huge success. 
She told reporters, “I am not sick. 
l am broken. But I am happy as 
long as I can paint.” 

During the same year as her 
exhibition, Kahlo had to have her 
right leg amputated below the 
knee due to a gangrene infection. 
This caused her to become deeply 
depressed and suicidal, thus her 
life ground down to its eventual 
end. 

Today, two notable museums 
in Mexico City offer a look into 
Kahlo’s bizarre life. Her family’s 
traditional courtyard-style, adobe 
residence and her birthplace, 
known as Casa Azul, located at 
Calle Londres #247, became her 


home and studio, and after her

death, a museum. For 25 years, 
she shared it with Rivera. 

The house, built by her father, 
Guillermo Kahlo, a German-Jew- 
ish photographer, is an explosion 
of color, especially the cobalt blue 
and red-trimmed exterior. The in- 
terior is preserved much as it ap- 
peared when Kahlo lived there. A 
four-poster bed, in which she was 
born and died, stands in the bed- 
room. Calaveras, or papier mache 
skeletons, and carved death masks 
are reminders of the suffering she 
endured in her daily life and 
which fueled her creativity. 

About 50 of the self-taught 
artists works are on display, in- 
cluding some surrealistic self-por- 
traits reflecting an obsession with 
health problems that plagued her 
most of her life. A large Mayan 
urn behind glass contains her 
ashes. 

Her spacious studio remains 
essentially as she left it. Her 
wheelchair, paintbrushes and an 
easel on which rests an unfinished 
portrait of Joseph Stalin, seem to 
await her return. 
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Displays of wooden spoons 
and ceramic jugs and bowls hang 
on the walls and sit on the 
counters of the brightly tiled 
kitchen. Also displayed is an ar- 
rangement of miniature retablos, 
small devotional paintings on tin, 
a sampling of Rivera’s drawings 
and murals, photographs, love let- 
ters, an address book and other 
personal effects, as well as a col- 
lection of pre-Hispanic poetry and 
ceramic figures. 

Kahlo and Rivera also built 
two separate houses with studios 
for each of them in the San Angel 
district of Mexico City just after 
their marriage in 1929. Now 
known collectively as the Diego 
Rivera and Frida Kahlo Studio- 
House Museum, it’s considered 
by many to be the first example 
of avante-garde architecture in 
Mexico. (Located at Diego Rivera 
2, San Angel). 

Artist Juan O’Gorman, a 
long-time friend of Rivera’s, de- 
signed both three-story houses in 
the Bauhaus style using the ideas 
expressed by architect Le Cour- 
busier. A second-story, outdoor 
walkway connects Kahlo’s house, 
now painted cobalt blue, to 
Rivera’s, creating separate spaces 
for each artist, illustrating the in- 
dependence the couple main- 
tained throughout their caring but 
unconventional union. 

Kahlo and Rivera entertained 
the elite of art world, but one of 
their more famous houseguests 
was film star Edward G. Robin- 


son, who bought four of Kahlo’s | 


paintings for $200 each, at the 
time Kahlo’s most substantial 
sale. 

Clearly Kahlo a woman who 
let nothing stand in her way. No 
matter how painful things could 
become for her, she stood tall, fac- 
ing all obstacles with a sense of 
style and strength. She was an 
extremely sexy and talented 
woman with a theatrical and elec- 


Ietrifying personality, who had a 


love for art and life. 

On July 13, 1954, Frida 
Kahlo died. No official autopsy 
was done. Suicide was rumored. 
Her last words in her diary read, 
“T hope the leaving is joyful and I 
hope never to return.” What she 
doesn’t know is that her spirit has 
returned in one of the most re- 
markable movies about Mexico 
and Mexicans ever produced. 
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Poemas bilingúes de 
Rosario Ferré exhiben 
duelo linguistico

Nueva York, (EFE).- La 
polifacética escritora puertorri- 
queña Rosario Ferré celebra las 
tensiones entre lenguas y culturas 
en su más reciente colección de 
poesía, “Language Duel: Poems / 
Duelo del lenguaje: poemas”. 

Traducidos por la autora y por 
el poeta latino Alan West Durán, 
estos poemas reflejan el entorno 
multilingúe de Ferré, no tanto por 
ser puertorriqueña y haber pasado 
gran parte de su vida entre la isla 
y los EE.UU., sino por vagar en- 
tre las consecuencias lingiifsticas 
de casi cinco siglos de historia. 

El poema inicial - que le da el 
título a la colección - abre con la 
siguiente interrogante: “¿Por qué 
será / que en el año 2001 / a los 
americanos se les hace tan difícil 
/ aprender a hablar el español?” 

Las respuestas que provee 
Ferré son tiros certeros. 

“Por culpa de la Guerra Civil 
/ Por culpa del catolicismo y del 
protestantismo. / Por culpa de. los 
papistas y los antipapistas”, es- 
cribe Ferré, entre muchas otras 
causas probables. 

Sin embargo, unos versos más 
abajo, la poeta introduce el verso- 
sorpresa: “No fue por ninguna de 
estas razones”. 

“El español y el inglés han 
estado en guerra / desde que la 
reina Isabel / derrotó la Armada 
Invencible en el 1588”, escribe. 

Estos sabios versos devuelven 
eficaz y definitivamente el idioma 
al reino de la política, liberando 
de paso a aquellos que continúan 
presos de un idealismo unilingúe. 

“Todavía están guerreando en 
la Florida / en Puerto Rico / y en 
California”, añade. 

La poeta lamenta la terquedad 
de quienes obstinadamente conti- 
núan peleando una lucha desde 
hace mas de cuatro siglos, ig- 
norando la riqueza que brindaría 
una doble perspectiva. 

“Pero no hay nada que hacer”, 
se lamenta Ferré en los últimos 
versos. “Dos jueyes machos no 
caben / dentro de una misma 
cueva”. 

Este poema bien podría inter- 
pretarse como respuesta a los 
comentarios malintencionados de 
la crítica a los cuales se ha visto 


sujeta Ferré al decidir escribir y 
publicar sus últimos libros direc- 
tamente en inglés. 

En estos versos Ferré reclama 
su derecho de hablar y escribir en 
el lenguaje - o mezcla de lenguajes 
-que estime más apropiado para 
la creación literaria específica. 

‘yo les juro”, añade Ferré, 
“que mientras discuto en español 
/ sobre mi derecho a hablar inglés 
/ escucho rugir los cañones / y veo 
las bombas / salir volando sobre 
mi cabeza”. 

Meditaciones lingiiísticas 

En “Corriente alterna”, Ferré 
propone que el inglés, a diferencia 
del español, es un lenguaje pre- 
ciso, definitivo, “aerodinámico”. 

“Nuestra lengua es muy dis- 
tinta”, afirma Ferré. “Es húmeda 
y profunda, / con tantas curvas y 
meandros que nos hace sentir / 
astronautas del útero”. 

En estos versos la poeta toma 
posesión del español y con éste, 
defiende como su derecho de na- 
cimiento el barroquismo que mu- 
chos le atañen a su escritura. 

Por otra parte, la traducción 
o reescritura de este poema al 
inglés es una brillante muestra de 
lo que los versos intentar comu- 
nicar. Forma y lengua se unen en 
la traducción como si se tratase de 
un laboratorio lingiístico pero sin 
perder de vista un instante la 
poesía. 

Ritmos caribeños 

Los ritmos del Caribe se ce- 
lebran en su poema “Ritmo cari- 
be”, donde el idioma musical li- 
bera a los caribeños de las diversas 
guerras territoriales de sus len- 
guas. 

En este poema se perciben 
ecos del poeta puertorriqueño 
Luis Palés Matos y del cubano 
Nicolás Guillén, pero el lenguaje 
es mucho más preciso, incluso 
algo tacaño, casi dejando que los 
ritmos que evoca hablen por sí 
solos. 

“Duelo del lenguaje” recorre 
no sólo el Caribe sino también las 
grandes ciudades de los EE.UU 
donde el español se ha anidado 
cómodamente: Miami, Nueva 
York, Washington, D.C., ciudades 
por donde la poeta ha vagado du- 
rante su peregrinaje literario. 
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que tienen un gran deseo de ser 
propietarios de vivienda, y esta 
iniciativa ha tenido un acogi- 
miento muy grande en nuestras 
comunidades”, dijo el secretario 
de Vivienda y Desarrollo Urbano
